Russian Tanks, Red 
Police Fire On 
Freedom Marchers 


Dozens Fall In Budapest After 


Clash With Pro-Puppet Group 


BUDAPEST (IP) — Russian 
tanks and Hungarian police 
opened fire today on several 
thousand anti-government dem­ 
onstrators massed in front of 
Budapest’s West railroad sta­ 
tion. Dozens of demonstrators 
fell before the point-blank fire. 
It was a bloody climax to a 
day of mounting tension which 
first exploded at 2:30 p m. on 
Lenin boulevard. Anti-govern­ 
ment marchers clashed with 
pro-government forces and at­ 
tempted to wrest from them 
the red flags of Communism 
they carried. 
CASUALTIES UNKNOWN 
There was no immediate in­ 
dication of the number of cas­ 
ualties in the two clashes. 
Hungarian army militia sup­ 
porting the biggest force of 
Soviet tanks and armored cars 
to appear in the city since the 
Russian onslaught of Nov. 4 
arrested dozens of men and 
women. 
The new bloodshed followed 
two days of demonstrations by 
the women of Budapest. 
WORKERS ARRESTED 
Anger mounted over reports 
that 50 members of workers 
councils in Budapest factories 
were arrested last night. 
At the Danubia textile fac­ 
tory this morning, some 3,000 
workers were ringed off by 
Hungarian police backed up by 
the latest model Russian T54 
tanks. 
As the reports of these ac­ 
tions spread through Budapest, 
the city began to steam with 
anger. 
ARMOR MOVES OUT 
Russian tanks and armored 
cars rushed from their bar­ 
racks to key spots around the 
city. 
Then, at 2:30 p.m some 500 
anti-government demonstrators 
carrying the Hungarian red 
white and green tri-color met 
head-on with the pro-govern­ 
ment group. 
The furious anti-government 
marchers broke ranks and tried 
to tear the red flag from the 
hands of the opposition. 
A score of Russian tanks 
promptly opened fire, appar­ 
ently aiming over the heads of 
the crowd. But several of the 
anti-government demonstrators 
fell wounded. 
The anti-government march­ 
ers scattered. 
They gathered 
again in front of the Budapest 
West 
railroad 
station. 


Here they grappled with 
Hungarian police who formed 
a screen in front of a ring of 
Russian tanks. 
Both the tanks and the po­ 
lice 
started 
shooting. 
This 
time the demonstrators tum­ 
bled over in dozens, with the 
wounded being taken inside 
shops to await the arrival of 
ambulances.

Traffic across Richmond-San 
Rafael Bridge dropped to about 
201,000 paying vehicles during 
November, according to toll 
chief Lt. Ray Duncan.

amounted to a quarter million dollars last night

After two days of campaign­ 
ing, with only word of mouth 
referrals as publicity, a San 
Rafael widow has reached 12 
families who will open their 
homes to Hungarian refugees. 
Mrs. Edith Reames, 10 Bro- 
dea way, said prospects look 
good for her to reach a goal of 
100 Marin families who will 
participate in the project of 
providing temporary homes for 
refugees of the Communist 
bloodbath in Hungary. 


ONE REFUSED 
But she said she had to turn 
down one offer from a young 
Kentfield couple “because they 
were practically penniless.” 
There is a certain amount of 
expense, in addition to provid­ 
ing living space for the refu­ 
gees. Mrs. Reames said the per­ 
son who acts as sponsor, or 
the sponsoring agency, must 
provide travel expense from 
the staging area in New Jersey 
to Marin. “This would be about 
$100 for each person,” she said. 
But she said she has “heard 
rumors” that the federal gov­ 
ernment might solve this prob­ 
lem in the near future by hav­ 
ing the Air Force fly the refu­ 
gees to various parts of the 
country. 


OTHER RESPONSIBILITY 
Sponsors must 
also have 
housing ready for the refugees, 
provide their immediate living 
expenses, and have the possi­ 
bility of finding 
work 
for 
them. 
Although 
the 
sponsor 
is 
responsible for a refugee fam­ 
ily for five years, the families 
are usually set up in their own 
houses 
or 
apartments, 
and 
fathers or husbands are work­ 
ing and are making their own 
way in a few weeks or months, 
Mrs. Reames said. 
Process of becoming a spon­ 
sor to a refugee family is 
somewhat 
complicated, 
Mrs. 
Reames said, but an agency in 
San Francisco can expedite the 
process. 


This is the International In­ 
stitute, 2209 Van Ness avenue, 
an agency of United Crusade. 
"It is set up to do refugee work 
and is one of the endorsing 
agencies which promotes relo­ 
cating refugees,” she said. 


Mrs. Reames said she was 
referred to the institute by four 
church agencies which have 
been approved by the U.S. 
State Department. 


The institute will send a rep­ 
resentative to Marin to inter­ 
view prospective sponsors if 
they are unable to go to the 
San Francisco office.

Servicemen's Families 


Due Medical Insurance 


WASHINGTON (IF) — Some 
two million dependents of ser­ 
vicemen become eligible to­ 
morrow for medical care by 
civilian doctors and hospitals 
with the government paying 
virtually all the cost. 
The 
broad-s c a 1 e 
medical 
health plan authorized by the 
last Congress is designed to in­ 
sure medical care to military 
families if military physicians 
and facilities are not available. 
The program is expected to 
cost at least 80 million dollars 
annually. 
It will be handled 
through contracts with private 
health insurance companies. 
Thus far, the Defense De­ 
partment has signed contracts 
covering medical care in 42 
states (including California), 


Hawaii, Puerto Rico and Alas­ 
ka. 
Under the program, when de­ 
pendents of servicemen are 
treated by civilian doctors in 
civilian hospitals, the service­ 
men must pay the first $25 of 
the hospital cost and the gov­ 
ernment will pay the rest. 
The 
government-paid 
pro­ 
gram will apply mostly to 
acute medical cases requiring 
hospitalization. 
The govern­ 
ment, however, will pay the 
major part of the cost of ob­ 
stetrical care, treatment of 
body wounds and diagnostic 
cases. 
The government will not pay 
for normal dental care, chronic 
diseases, nervous disorders and 
routine home calls by a phy­ 
sician.

PORT SAID UP) — Another 
batch of British-French forces 
left Port Said today. The grow­

Task force headquarters said 
1,853 set sail aboard the troop­ 
ship Dilwara for England. More 
than 2,000 left yesterday.

Year Seen Needed To 


Restore Usual Oil Flow 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. UP)—A 
;overnment oil official said to- 
iy it may take a full year to 
restore normal oil transporta­ 
tion channels disrupted be­ 
cause of the Suez Canal crisis. 
H. A. Stewart, director of 
the Interior Department’s Of­ 
fice of Oil and Gas, told the 
Interstate Oil Compact Com­ 
mission that although the Suez 
Canal may be cleared in six 
months, it may take a year to 
restore damaged pipelines to 
normal capacity. 
Meantime, the United States 
ip stepping up its domestic 
production both to meet its 
own needs and to help relieve 
a serious shortage in Europe. 
“It 
would 
appear 
then,” 
Stewart said in prepared re­ 
marks, “that we are looking at 
a foreign petroleum shortage 
which might be reduced great­ 
ly by the middle of next year 
and perhaps entirely corrected 
a year from now. 
“Meanwhile, however, stocks 
of crude oil and products both 
here and abroad will be se­ 
riously depleted. 


“Consequently, abnormal ef­ 
forts must be made to rebuild 
these to a reasonable level and 
at the same time make maxi­ 
mum contributions to current 
demands at home and abroad.” 
Stewart told the state oil of­ 
ficials the federal government 
does not plan to suggest to any 
state how it should handle its 
controls of production.

Hungary's Refusal To 


Admit Dag Shocks U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. UP) 
—U.N. delegates voiced shock­ 
ed surprise today over Hun­ 
gary’s refusal to admit Secre­ 
tary General Dag Hammarsk­ 
jöld Dec. 16. Some claimed it 
justified growing demands to 
throw out the Budapest delega­ 
tion if it continues to floubt 
U.N. authority. 
“An effront to the secretary 
general and to the whole civi­ 
lized world,” declared U.S. 
Chief Delegate Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr. when told Budapest 
Radio had announced the turn­ 
down by pro-Soviet Premier 
Janos Kadar. The secretary 
general had offered to go to 
Budapest on the specified date 
to set up U.N. relief activities. 
A U.N. spokesman said Ham­ 
marskjöld had received no offi­ 
cial word up to last night from

Hungarian

about his proposed visit. 
The reported refusal gave 
impetus to the move to revoke 
the Hungarian delegation’s cre­ 
dentials if it does not accept 
other U.N. observers by Dec. 
7. 
The Assembly fixed that 
deadline early yesterday when 
it adopted a U.S.-backed res­ 
olution calling again for entry 
of observers to make a gen­ 
eral survey of conditions in the 
revolt-wracked country.

U.S. Plan For NATO 


WASHINGTON 0?) — Diplo­ 
mats disclosed today a U. S.

Dulles leaves Saturday, also 


has two other major points on 
its agenda. 
The first is a general discus­ 
sion of military plans for the 
next 12 months. 
In keeping 
with the atomic age trend of 
placing more reliance on mod­ 
ern weapons than on man­ 
power, some troop trimming 
might be recommended. 
The other point will be 
round-robin discussion of world 
events, including the British- 
French-Jsraeli action in Egypt 
and Russia’s use of force in 
Hungary.

Fifteen of them — six men 
and one woman—were in jail 
at Knoxville within a few hours 
yesterday. The 16th, Marin Nell 
Currier, was picked up today. 
Six of the prisoners, includ­ 
ing W. H. Till, chairman of the 
pro-segregation white Citizens 
Council here, were arraigned 
before Judge Taylor last night. 
All denied the charges. Other

WASHINGTON (JR — T h e 
United States and Iceland have 
reached complete agreement 
on continued American opera­ 
tion of the strategic air base 
at Keflavik, halfway between 
Moscow and Washington. 
Under the agreement, which 
is expected to be announced 
soon, the U.S. government is 
expected to provide economic 
assistance to the island repub­ 
lic whose government faces a 
prospective 30 - million - dollar 
deficit. 
Informants said the under­ 
standing provides for quick 
resumption of work on expan­ 
sion of the Keflavik base. 
Work was interrupted sev­ 
eral months ago after the gov­ 
ernment of Iceland notified the 
United States and the North 
Atlantic Treaty (NATO) Coun­ 
cil that it wanted U.S. troops 
withdrawn and the base put 
in standby condition with Ice­ 
land—which has no military 
force—taking responsibility for 
its maintenance. 


The agreement of the U.S. 
forces to stay on is attributed 
by diplomatic authorities as 
well as political leaders in Rey- 
kavik to Russia’s behavior in 
the Hungarian and Middle East 
crisis.

Average Convict Has 


7th Grade Education 


SACRAMENTO UP)—'The aver­ 
age educational attainment of 
the 15,000 men in California’s 
prisons last year was the sev­ 
enth grade. And 15 per cent of 
the men who went behind bars 
had been narcotic addicts. 
A report on 1955 prisoners 
and parolees, issued yesterday 
by the state Corrections De­ 
partment, showed only 1 per 
cent of the robbers and even 
a lower percentage of those 
convicted of assault or for 
narcotic violations went as far 
as the 12th grade. 
The best educated category 
was made up of bad check 
writers. Almost 50 per cent of 
them finished high school. 
The report, from the desk of 
Director Richard A. McGee, al­ 
so said: 
Almost 70 per cent of the men 
imprisoned for breaking nar­ 
cotic laws were addicted. 
Of 
those sent to prison for thefts, 
excluding automobiles, 14 per 
cent were addicts. Only 2 per 
cent of the sex offenders were 
addicted. For murderers it was 
1 per cent. 
The average age of murder­ 
ers was 34. For auto thieves it 
was 27, for bad checks, 33. 
Six of the eight men and the 
one woman who were executed 
were sentenced for first de­ 
gree murder. One of the other 
men was a lifer convicted of 
assault and the other was con­ 
victed of kidnaping. 
Ten per cent of parolees 
went back to prison during 
1955, compared to 15 per cent 
the year before. 
Of the 3,461 who went to 
prison during the year, 47 per 
cent had previous jail or juve­ 
nile records and 18 per cent 
had been in prison before.

Says Knight 


SAN FRANCISCO UP)—Gov. 
Goodwin J. Knight said today, 
“I cannot assume responsibi­ 
lity” in the bitter controversy 
over the printing of California 
elementary school textbooks. 
Knight, who has steadfastly 
refused comment on the dis­ 
pute, made the statement in a 
speech prepared for the Cal­ 
ifornia School Boards Assn. 
and state school administra­ 
tors. 
HE’S ‘COGNIZANT’ 
“I am cognizant, of course,” 
he said, ‘‘of the dispute that is 
taking place between the leg­ 
islative branch of our govern­ 
ment and one of our constitu­ 
tional officers, all of whom are 
elected by the people and not 
responsible to the governor, 
over the manner in which text­ 
books should be purchased. 
‘‘Since I have no power in 
the dispute, I 
responsibility.” 
Knight obviously was refer­ 
ring to Assemblyman Donald 
D. Doyle (R-Lafayette), a critic 
of the state’s long-standing pol­ 
icy of printing its own text­ 
books, and Roy E. Simpson, 
state superintendent of public 
instruction, a strong advocate 
of the state program. 
PAID BY PUBLISHERS 
An investigation of the pro­ 
gram by Doyle’s Assembly Ed­ 
ucation Committee came to an 
abrupt end last month after 
disclosures that a subcommit­ 
tee aide, Thomas B. Mechling 
of San Rafael, was on the pay­ 
roll of several major text­ 
book publishers who oppose 
the state printing policy. 
Knight expressed hope “all 
parties will work toward a 
solution of any problems in­ 
volved which will be satisfac­ 
tory to our people and in the 
best interests of our school 
children.”

AREA 
UNDEVELOPED, LACKS FUNDS 
Water Problems Lie At Root Of 


Northern State Secession Move 


DUNSMUIR (TP)—California’s 
water problems were seen to­ 
day as the prime reason behind 
a renewed effort by eight re­ 
mote northern state counties 
to secede and form the 49th 
state of Shasta. 
The suggestion had been ad­ 
vanced several times in the 
past. The latest move to make 
real the dream of a new state 
reflects long smoldering prob­ 
lems of the thinly populated, 
undeveloped area, but was trig­ 
gered by an expected battle in 
the 1957 Legislature over wa­ 
ter development. 
The eight counties, Siskiyou, 
Modoc, Del Norte, Humboldt, 
Shasta, Trinity, Lassen and 
Plumas, comprise about one- 
fifth of the state’s area. The 
bulk of California’s undevelop­ 
ed water originates within bor­ 
ders of the proposed state and 
the hills and valleys abound 
with wildlife and trout. 
However, the counties have 
but 1.7 per cent of the state’s 
registered voters. They are rep­ 
resented in the 120-sea state 
Legislature by only two assem­ 
blymen and four senators. In 
contrast, the city of Los An­ 
geles alone has 31 assembly­ 
men. 
A small group met this week 
and wired Rep. Clair Engle (D- 
Red Bluff) to advise how to 
proceed to form the state of 
Shasta. A severe snowstorm 
prevented attendance of all 
counties involved. 
Patrick 
Hanratty, 
35-year- 
old department store operator 
at 
Mount 
Shasta, 
Siskiyou 
County, and a co-signer on the 
telegram to Engle, said the 
group is dead serious. 


“We don’t plan to set up any 
armed roadblocks or send our 
militia to march on Los Ange­ 
les,” Hanratty said. “We’ll have 
to go to the county govern­ 
ments and set up a plebiscite 
election.” 
Hanratty said the group also 
has asked State Atty. Gen. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown for advice. 
“As a separate state, we 
would be masters of our own 
destiny,” Hanratty said. “We 
would have two senators in 
the U.S. Congress to represent 
us.” 
Arid 
Southern 
California, 
desperately in need of water, 
has the majority of the state’s 
population and taxpayers: It 
will have to bear a large share 
of the cost of developing North­ 
ern California water resources. 
Legislators 
from the 
south 


have shown a marked reluc­ 
tance to vote any money for 
dams until they get firm water 
rights. 
Hanratty 
said 
the 
area’s 
chief difficulty is that it lacks 
the population or funds to 
carry on its fight or bring about 
development. 
“For instance, the annual 
budget of the Mount Shasta 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
is 
about $1,200,” he said. “You 
can’t hire research men to pro­ 
vide statistics with that. And 
you can’t attract new indus­ 
try.”

Welfare Plan 


SACRAMENTO UP) — Gov. 
Goodwin J. Knight is expected 
to recommend tomorrow that 
California embark on a 30-mil­ 
lion-dollar a year program to 
help the needy aged, blind and 
children with medical and hos­ 
pital expenses. 


It was learned yesterday he 
will announce his support of 
the plan, which would cost Cal­ 
ifornia about 15 million dollars 
a year, at a meeting of the Wel­ 
fare Council of Metropolitan 
Los Angeles. 


U.S. FUNDS 
T h e 
federal 
government 
would supply the other 15 mil­ 
lion dollars. The money would 
be available July 1, 1957. 


A new federal law provides 
that the government will pay 
half of as much as $6 a month 
for each adult recipient and $3 
for each minor recipient. 


The Social Welfare Depart­ 
ment said the money could be 
spent for such things as doc­ 
tor bills, including office and 
home calls, and hospital bills, 
including operations. 


An official said the money 
could also be used for medi­ 
cine and for dental needs or 
eye glasses. 
The department only men­ 
tioned the availability of the 
program when it submitted its 
1957-58 budget to the Finance 
Department. 
It said the decision would be 
up to the governor and the 
Legislature but that if Califor­ 
nia participates the department 
would need about $100,000 a 
year for administration costs.

MELBOURNE (W — Russia 
clinched the team champion- 
ship in the Olympic Games to­ 
night with an avalanche of 
points in Greco-Roman wrest­ 
ling and gymnastics which the 
United States cannot match in 
the remaining two days of com­ 
petition. 
The U.S. team failed to win 
a single gold medal today but 
lodged 
an 
official 
protest 
against a Russian woman judge 
whose consistently low scores 
for American and Hungarian 
divers enabled Mexico’s Joa­ 
quin Capilla to win the high 
dive by .03 point from Gary 
Tobian of Los Angeles. 
At the end of the hectic day’s 
activity, Russia had piled up an 
overwhelming lead of 690% 
points to 558% over the United 
States. In all, the Soviets won 
12 gold medals, four silver and 
six bronze awards today. These 
combined with lesser placings 
gave Russia 172 points, the big­ 
gest single day haul for any 
nation in the 1956 games. The 
Yanks earned only 20 points 


and have only Friday’s three 
swimming events in which to 
add to their total. 
Russia’s team victory on its 
second try in the Olympics was 
only 
the 
second 
time 
the 
United States had failed to 
win the unofficial but general­ 
ly recognized overall title. In 
1936, 
Germany 
picked 
up 
scores of points in minor events 
to top the United States 628% 
points to 451%. Polo and hand­ 
ball were on the official pro­ 
gram that year. 
Four years ago, the Yanks 
overcame Russia’s harvest of 
points in Greco-Roman wrest­ 
ling and gymnastics to win the 
team title. But this time Soviet 
athletes also were strong in 
some of the 
major events 
Though outscored in such spec 
tacles as track, rowing, swim­ 
ming and basketball, the Sov­ 
iets were in position to nail 
the championship when their 
turn came up tonight. 
Russians won or shared sev­ 
en of eight gymnastics cham­ 
pionships. They also won five 
of the eight championships in

Over Travel 
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A $1.78 travel authorization 
and two $20 convention regis­ 
tration fees led to a heated ver­ 
bal battle Tuesday before the 
board of supervisors," with the 
county assessor and the deputy 
auditor hurling charges on the 
effectiveness of operations of 
the other’s office. 
Assessor George Hall came 
before the supervisors protest­ 
ing deletion of $1.78 from his 
travel expenses to the Sept. 
30-Oct. 3 Monterey meeting 
called by the state Board of 
Equalization. At the same time 
he appealed for repayment to 
Fred Kuhlken, deputy auditor, 
and Mark Wright, chief of the 
county’s reappraisal program, 
of $20 for registration fees at 
the conclave. 
NO ALTERNATIVE 
Deputy Auditor Bert Broem- 
mel explained that the way 
Hall’s claim was presented he 
had no alternative but to fig­ 
ure the cost of transportation 
by bus and rail and compare it 
with the amount Hall was 
claiming for the use of his pri­ 
vate car for the trip. Under the 
county’s 
travel 
policy 
and 
Hall’s fund request, he had to 
take whichever was the lower; 
that was rail and 
bus—by 
$1.78. 
Had Hall put an “X” in a 
different box on the transpor­ 
tation request form, thus ask­ 
ing for use of his private car, 
there would have been no prob­ 
lem 
of 
paying 
the 
whole 
amount, Broemmel pointed out. 
Hall called Broemmel’s inter­ 
pretation of the board’s travel 
policy “weird,” and charged 
there had been no trouble 
about such details “until a cer­ 
tain person” was employed in 
the auditor’s office. 
NO COOPERATION 
Broemmel declared the as­ 
sessor’s office offered no co­ 
operation and that faultily pre­ 
pared forms were the rule 
rather than the exception from 
the assessor’s office. 
Hall denied these charges 
and voices grew harsh as they 
were raised in argument. 
The supervisors approved by 
3 to 1 vote a motion changing 
Hall’s application to use of his 
auto thus allowing the $1.78 
payment. Vera Schultz voted 
against the change, saying the 
travel policy should not be 
broken down for individuals. 
The other supervisors de­ 
cided that in changing the fund 
request, they were pointing out 
Hall’s error, but in returning 
to him the insignificant amount 
—were not breaking down the 
travel policy. 
REJECT PLEA 
Broemmel # reported 
t h a t 
Wright had been notified be­ 
fore the convention that regis­ 
tration fee for him would not 
be paid. Non-payment did not 
prevent him from attending. So 
the supervisors voted to reject 
the plea for repayment of the 
$20. 
Kuhlken, however, was offi­ 
cially summoned by the equali­ 
zation board to the meeting 
with the instructions that his 
registration fee would be paid 
by the county. The board ob­ 
jected to paying more than one 
registration fee. They took no 
action on Kuhlken’s

Blast Cause Sought 
NEW YORK (IP)—Authorities 
sought remnants of explosives 
today to determine if tons of 
detonating fuses stored on a 
Brooklyn pier caused the $15 
million blast Monday which 
killed 10 persons. 
Fire Commissioner Edward 
F. Cavanagh Jr. said a water­ 
logged bill of lading found yes­ 
terday showed 1,950 cartons 
containing 37,000 pounds of 
cordeau, an explosive, had been 
on the pier. 
He said experts believed the 
high explosive core of the 
fuses, 
pentaery-thritetetra-ni- 
trate (PETN), might have caus­ 
ed the explosion.

Mill Valley Moves To Get 
Fund Aid For Sewage Plant 


Mill Valley moved rapidly 
last night in attempts to secure 
nearly $165,000 in federal and 
state aid for completion of a 
full sewage treatment plant 
and a master plan for parks 
development. 
In the mechanics, the city 
council (1) authorized Mayor 
Robert D. Huber to sign a re­ 
quest for $162,300 in federal 
assistance to complete a full 
two-stage 
sewage 
treatm ent 


plant and (2) adopted a resolu­ 
tion asking for $2,500 in state 
aid for a parks master plan. 
City Manager A. E. Alm- 
crants said he believed the 
city could qualify for aid in 
the sewage plant project, for 
which voters approved a $375,- 
000 bond issue this year. 
The additional funds, if se­ 
cured, will enable the city to 
complete the project, estimat­ 
ed total cost of which is $541,- 
000. 


Receipts of the federal as­ 
sistance, said the city manager, 
will eliminate the necessity for 
another bond issue to complete 
the full project. 
Meantime, through the office 
of planner Lawrence Livings­ 
ton Jr. Mill Valley will process 
an application for $2,500 for 
completion of a master plan 
for parks development. 
The 
amount represents half the to­ 
tal cost.

en. They came from nine cities 
In three states—New York, 
Pennsylvania and Michigan. As 
individuals, they realized their 
civic responsibilities and they 
wanted to play a larger, more 
intelligent and more active 
part in the development of 
their communities. By working

efforts 
of

would gain in effectiveness. 
This year, the 37th birthday 
of Zonta International will be 
celebrated by 340 clubs in 13 
countries. The record of ac­ 
complishment will be reviewed 
by the organization’s approxi­ 
mately 12,500 members, to 
prove the wisdom of its found­ 
ers in “banding together for a 
purpose.” 
The service project in which 
all Zonta clubs participate is 
the Amelia Earhart Graduate 
Scholarship program for young 
women in the field of aero­ 
nautical engineering. Twenty 
awards have been given under 
this program since it was es­ 
tablished in 1938 to honor the 
pioneer woman flyer, Amelia 
Earhart, who was a member of 
the Zonta Club of New York 
City at the time she disappear­ 
ed in a flight over the Pacific 
in 1937. The grants which are 
now $1800 each, are for use 
in graduate study by qualified 
applicants.

Improving Your Marriage Is 


Constant Job That Pays Off 


By MARY HARRIS SEIFERT 
“How can I improve my mar­ 
riage? How can I find happi­ 
ness in it?” 
We are accustomed to think 
that these are questions of to­ 
day and tomorrow, but we rare­ 
ly stop to think that they may 
well have been the questions 
of the day when Eve set up 
housekeeping with Adam. If we 
have a good marriage, we often 
wish to improve it; if an un­ 
happy one, to seek its better­ 
ment as soon as possible.— 
And it has always been this 
way with intelligent people. In 
the past quarter century, we 
have been more fortunate than 
the generations before us in 
finding books and publications 
touching our problems. 
“Problems of Human Re­ 
production,” by Dr. Paul Pope- 
noe, director of the American 
Institute of Family Relations, 
outlines a program for marital 
happiness which is as applic­ 
able today as when it was writ­ 
ten some twenty years ago. 
Happiness in marriage, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Popenoe, is definite­ 
ly related to seven elements: 
1. Age: Happy couples are 
found to be nearer in age to 
each other, than unhappy part­ 
ners, as well as younger at the 
time of marriage. 
In other 
words May and December may 
live happily together, but statis­ 
tically June and June have a 
better chance of success. 
2. Education: Happy wives— 


and husbands—are in general 
better educated than the un­ 
happy partners. Their mental 
resources occupy them, rather 
than petty domestic “sparring.” 
3. Health: 
Happy wives— 
and their mates—are usually 
healthier t h a n maladjusted 
couples. Happiness leaves little 
place for psychomatic ills and 
complaints, and healthy bodies 
make for a sense of complete 
well-being. 
4. Preparation: Well-adjust­ 
ed couples received sex instruc­ 
tion before marriage. Malad­ 
justed partners often reveal a 
history of pre-marital “petting” 
or intercourse. 
5. Occupation: Happy wives, 
as a majority, work inside the 
home if there are small chil­ 
dren. The ratio of working 
wives rises with the increasing 
age of the children. 
6. Initiation: The happy mar­ 
riage begins with a well-adjust­ 
ed marriage night, free of trau­ 
ma and tension—probably on 
account of previous instruc­ 
tion. 
How does your marriage rate 
against the above points? The 
longer a marriage is malad­ 
justed, the harder it is to undo 
its ills. Get busy, and keep 
busy, trying to improve it. A 
good marriage means happi­ 
ness and success in living for 
both partners!

HE WAS PREPARED 
Sausalitan, At 67, 
Has A Busy Life 
Though Retired 


By JOHN R. MINTON 


When Victor Hecht had but 
two years of life on his stocky 
young shoulders, he complain­ 
ed: 
“Zwei jahre alt und noch 
keine frau”—two years old and 
no wife yet. 
Young Victor was to taste 
the fruits of marriage. He was 
also to experience 47 years in 
the employ of a single com­ 
pany—a marriage which, while 
blessed with singular success, 
came to an end in 1954. Hecht 
was forced to retire at 85; and 
it is his current marriage to 
retirement which is perhaps 
unlike all others: It will last 
until death. 
TIME TO BURN 
like a million other older 
Americans, Victor E. Hecht has 
time on his hands. From that 
night in the autumn of 1954 
when he delivered a touching 
farewell to his fellow employ­ 
ees of the Zellerbach Paper 
Company in San Francisco, his 
time was up for grabs. 
But unlike’most of his re 
tired fellows, Hecht saw re­ 
tirement coming—from a long 
way off. Two years before he 
stepped out as Zellerbach vice 
president, Hecht got to figur 
ing: He’d better get out of 
San Francisco and into a small­ 
er community where “living 
would be more enjoyable and 
greater opportunity existed to 
engage in civic and charitable 
activities.” 
GETTING ORIENTED 
His choice was Sausalito. He 
and his wife moved to a home 
at 32 Vista Clara avenue. To 
“get oriented,” he joined the 
Rotary Club and for eight 
months penned special articles 
and a column, “Now You Tell 
Me,” for the Sausalito News. 
Thus Hecht keyed himself 
for the time in life commonly 
referred to as the “declining 
years.” To him retirement was 
going to be TO something 
rather than FROM something. 
And TO something it has 
been: Secretary of the Sausa­ 
lito Planning Commission, past 
president of the Sausalito Ro­ 
tary Club, director of the Marin 
County Child Guidance Center, 
director of the Marin County 
Council of the Boy Scouts of 
America, chairman of the Com­ 
mittee of Sausalito Cub Pack 
53, 
director 
of the Marin 
County United Crusade and 
promotion manager for Mark- 
A-Line, Sausalito traffic device 
firm. 
CRUSADE WORK 
Hecht in 1955 headed the 
Sausalito Business Division of 
the United Crusade and watch­ 
ed that division chalk up a rec­ 
ord of 115 per cent of quota, 
highest ever for that division in 
the city. 
These are a few of Hecht’s 
answers to the question, “what 
does a man who’s retired do 
with his time?” 
A pair of concrete contribu­ 
tions to Sausalito’s welfare 
have been recorded this year. 
With the cooperation of seven 
local business firms, Hecht 
raised a fund to provide the 


city council chambers with a 
public address system. 
He also developed a plan to 
provide Sausalito with a com­ 
plete set of 244 street signs. 
His announcement that the city 
would get the signs for noth­ 
ing prompted Vice Mayor Shir­ 
ley Morgan to dub him the 
“city’s favorite brother.” 
“I think,” says Hecht, “that 
the stigma of laziness often at­ 
tributed to retired persons has 
been removed by those who 
contribute to their communi« 
ties.” 
BORN IN WISCONSIN 
Victor E. Hecht was born in 
Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 25, 1889, 
the son of an Austrian-born 
rabbi. When the lad was 9 his 
family moved to Los Angeles, 
where Victor soon sprouted in­ 
to leadership. In 1907 he was 
elected president of the Poly­ 
technic High School student 
body and in the same year 
spearheaded a successful drive 
for $400 in bonds (at $1 each) 
to 
finance 
construction 
of 
school tennis courts. The bonds 
were redeemable semi-annual­ 
ly at a nickel each but, Hecht 
chuckles, none was ever paid 
off as far as he knows. 
Immediately after his gradu­ 
ation from Tech, he went to 
work for the Zellerbach Paper 
Company as a janitor, delivery 
boy and shipping clerk in the 
Los Angeles division. He was 
soon boosted to salesman and 
by 1932 was manager of the 
Los Ang41es division. In that 
year he was transferred to San 
Francisco as vice president in 
charge 
of advertising a n d 
printing paper merchandising, 
later handling sales promotion 
for the whole corporation. 
LOCK OFF DOOR 
“I was thrilled,” he said, 
“when they gave me the key 
to the private washroom. But,” 
he added wryly,. “two weeks 
later they took the lock off the 
dgor.” 
When Zellerbach took the 
lock off Hecht’s door to re­ 
tirement, he told a banquet 
gathering that his tasks were 
“being laid aside with a deep 
sense of humility but with a 
keen and deep appreciation of 
the friendships I have formed.” 
Hecht has never overextend­ 
ed those friendships, nor has 
he carried his executive weight 
over the heads of younger 
Zellerbach personnel. 
“I feel very strongly about 
this,” he says. “I am firm in 
the belief that if retirement 
calls for compulsory retire­ 
ment, it should cover all per­ 
sonnel 
and 
no 
exceptions 
should be made. I have learned 
over the years that no one is 
indispensable. The making of 
exceptions tends to destroy 
morale and to limit opportuni­ 
ties of the young men and 
women 
in an organization. 
There’s no real necessity for 
frequent and lengthy visits to 
the old place of employment, 
t is time consuming and serves 
no definite purpose.” 
R E T IR E M E N T A ID 
Were it not for retirement 
programs instituted in the last 
decade or two by most large

companies, Victor Hecht and 
most other elder citizens would 
be incapable of supporting 
their 
constructive 
activities, 
much less themselves. 
“The retirement program,” 
Hecht says, “is a major contri­ 
bution of American industry, 
making possible a sense of se­ 
curity in later life. 
“Aside from the important 
value of building security, the 
most valuable other asset of a 
retirement program is that it 
serves as a stimulus to other 
employees to work hard so that 
they may succeed to the po­ 
sitions being vacated by oth­ 
ers when they reach the age of 
65. I am firm in the belief that 
most employees value the pro­ 
gram more when they actually 
contribute to it, (and most) 
plans provide for the return of 
all deposits, with interest, in 
the event any employee does 
not remain with the company 
until retirement.” 
With Hecht, life at 67 is far 
from a life of withdrawal 
and sad recollection. As it was 
with his retirement ceremony 


two years ago, these later 
years are “going to be filled 
with fond memories and opti­ 
mism.”

Realty Activity 


In Bay Area 
Fire District Eyes 
Land Near Dam 
Continues High 


Real estate activity in the 
Bay Area during the first three 
quarters of the year continued 
at a high level, only slightly 
less than the record levels set 
in 1955, despite a sharp decline 
in the number of new houses 
started, the Bay Area Council 
reports. 
Market for Bay Area homes 
during the third quarter of 
1956 was firm with moderately 
rising prices, according to the 
Council’s real estate research 
report. The October market in­ 
dex 
reached 
104.5, 
slightly 
above the April, 1956, level 
and the highest since April, 
1953. 
A C T IV IT Y M IX E D 
Market activity during the 
third quarter, although mixed, 
maintained the high level of 
the preceding quarter and was 
only 4 per cent below the cor­ 
responding quarter of 1955. A 
total of 36,152 deeds was re­ 
corded during the quarter. 
In the first nine months of 
the year mortgage loans made 
in the Bay Area showed a 9 
per cent decline in the dollar 
volume from the volume of the 
corresponding period of 1955. 
Number of loans declined 6.5 
per cent. These figures include 
loans on commercial and in­ 
dustrial property as well as 
residential. 
PERMITS DOWN 
Residential building permits 
for the first nine months of 
the year were almost 30 per 
cent below the same period of 
1955. During the period a total 
of 25,751 new houses was au­ 
thorized in the nine counties. 
All of the counties showed a 
decrease in the number of new 
starts, ranging from 14 per 
cent in Sonoma County to 60 
per cent in Solano, as compar­ 
ed to the corresponding period 
in 1955. • 
The real estate research re­ 
port said “This trend can be 
attributed to two principal fac­ 
tors, 
the 
continued 
rise in 
building costs and the shortage 
of long-term mortgage credit 
on low down payment term s." 
The cost breakdown on the con­ 
struction of a typical low-priced 
redwood frame house indicated 
a 3.1 per cent rise in the cost 
between Oct. 1, 1955, and Oct. 
1, 1956. The cost per square 
foot in October 1, 1956, was 
$11.83.

Larkspur Tax Consolidation 
Is Move In Right Direction 


Action of the City of Larkspur ill vot­ 
ing to transfer its tax assessments and 
collections 
to 
county 
departments 
makes sense. The Ross Valley city, after 
more than a year and a half of consid­ 
eration, decided to eliminate the dupli­ 
cation of tax assessing and collecting 
services. The county, which has to do 
the job anyway for its own tax rolls, can 
do Larkspur’s too with little extra cost. 
This has been proven in Mill Valley. 
Since 1950, the county has been assess­ 
ing and collecting that city’s taxes. Not 
only has most of the expense to the city 
been eliminated. Also much confusion 
resulting from separate city and county 
tax bills on the same property, but with 
differing assessed values and different 
taxes, has been eliminated. 
There are other cities also consider­ 
ing this saving. Sausalito and Fairfax 
both have such consolidation under 
study. And other city councilmen are 
wondering if it wouldn’t be better for 
their cities too. 
All of this interest in joint sendees 
leads us to a point we have made time 
after time in this column. Nine city gov­ 
ernments in Marin with five of them 


contiguous, having common city limits 
and streets, plus a county government 
just doesn’t make sense. 
There are so many things, like fringe 
area problems, curfews, dog leashing, 
taxes, police and fire protection, and the 
like, could be more easily handled if the 
county would operate as one political 
entity, a city and county of Marin, or 
some such. 
Because of the mobile, integrated life 
we live north of the Golden Gate, it is 
more normal for us to consider our­ 
selves residents of Marin County, rather 
than Of any particular city or commu­ 
nity. This is a healthy attitude. Our gov­ 
ernment should be paced to the same 
idea. 
This would not mean that Mill Valley 
had to be like Novato or Ross like Marin 
City. To the contrary, a properly uni­ 
fied government could help each main­ 
tain each area’s own individuality, but 
at the same time provide an efficient, 
economical form of government for all. 
We think Larkspur will find it has 
made a good move in its tax consolida­ 
tions both from the city’s point of view 
and from that of its taxpayers.

The famous Trudeau sanator­ 
ium at Saranac Lake, N.Y., closed its 
doors to T.B. patients because fewer 
and fewer were coming for treatment.

Nevertheless, many thousands of new 
cases develop every year, thousands of 
arrested cases become active again, the 
anti-t.b. drugs and proper hojne care 
must be provided, families of sufferers 
still need protection, the right kind of 
job must be dug up. So funds for the 
fight against the disease are needed as 
urgently as before if the fight is to be 
still more effective.

American than the National 
Cash Register Co., in which 
he has come up through the 
ranks to the presidency, and 
is not serving Communist 
causes. 


HE IS PERSUADED that 
UNESCO is making an impor­ 
tant and realistic contribu­ 
tion in lifting the educational 
level of countries where this 
is most needed to build and 
buttress freedom. 
He is profoundly convinced 
that American business has 
a large stake in raising the 
educational and living stand­ 
ards in under-developed na­ 
tions and in the work of 
UNESCO generally.

streets in that area. 
Warren 
Indicated improvements would 


not require financial participa­ 
tion by the city. 
Agreed to consider in its 
1957-58 budget a request for 
additional street lighting on 
Cazneau avenue. 
The request 
came from a group of property 
owners headed 
by Nicholas 
Newbeck of 212 Cazneau. 
Asked the planning commis­ 
sion to study the possibility of 
requiring lot surveys of pros­ 
pective builders and seeking 
compulsory check of plans by 
an engineer. The matter arose 
from a request by Gertrude G. 
Altvater and Georgina R. Peth- 
erick that home construction 
under way in the Sweetbriar 
lane area not block the lane.

“American children have the 
dirtiest mouths in the world,’’

head of the children’s 
dentistry department of the 
University of Illinois College 
of Dentistry. 
This is paradoxial as Ameri­ 
can mothers spend so much 
time keeping their children’s 
bodies and clothes clean, Mas- 
sler 
told 
the 
Southwestern 
Dental Assembly. 
He said the average child 
in his city has 12 cavities by 
the time he is 12, whereas the 
average child in southern Italy 
has less than one at the same 
age. 
He said .06 per cent of Am­ 
erican children at age 12 have 
mouths without fillings, while 
98 per cent of the children in 
southern Italy reach 12 with­ 


out needing fillings.

A 4- 
year-old can turn a set of ply­ 
wood blocks into houses, air­ 
planes, trains, trucks and fur­ 
niture. But an elaborate toy 
telephone set is a telephone 
set and nothing more. Get the 
idea? 
Safety: 
Avoid 
dangerous 
presents. Don’t give an 8-year- 
old a shotgun. Or a 3-year-old 
who lives on a busy boulevard 
a set of skates. Don’t give long, 
sharp knives to 7-year-olds. 
Children love dangerous gifts. 


They make them feel grown­ 
up. The givers always are pop­ 
ular. But every year children 
die because they received dan­ 
gerous gifts.
